Opening Statement: 

On November 1, 2013, Pico Rivera Station deputies responded to a vandalism call at the 
location listed above. Suspect Gilbert Ramirez had taken nisi ostage and was 
using her as a human shield. Suspect Ramirez threatened deputies with a ballpeen 
hammer and a knife. During the course of the incident, Suspect Ramirez was struck with 
three arwen rounds, and one deputy fired two rounds from a 9MM firearm, missing 
Suspect Ramirez. Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Donnie Mauldin, Sergeant Sonja 
Bracken, and Sergeant Eric Barron responded to the scene. Sergeant Bracken was 
assigned to conduct an administrative review of the incident. 


Synopsis: 
On October 30, 2013, Sergeant Ernest Bille had previously been at Suspect Gilbert 


Ramirez's home and spoke to him regarding him having spray painted derogatory words 
on his house and vehicle (1998 Chevy Astro Minivan, Grey in color, License Mi. 
Once the vandalism call came in on November 1, 2013, Sergeant Bille responded to 
ascertain if any new vandalism had occurred. As Sergeant Bille got out of his patrol 
vehicle, he encountered Suspect Ramirez in the driveway. Suspect Ramirez raised a 
hammer and threatened to kill Sergeant Bille if he did not stay away. Sergeant Bille tried 
to reason with Suspect Ramirez, who then went to the passenger side of his minivan and 

hysically pulled out an elderly woman. The woman was determined to be his| 

referred to ui this case). Suspect Ramirez held herina 

hostage type grasp as he continued to threaten Sergeant Bille. As Suspect Ramirez 
backed up toward the front porch of his residence while holding his| Sergeant Bille 
slowly moved forward. When Suspect Ramirez reached the front door of his home, he 
pushed his A inside and began to close the door. Fearing tor A =€ ty. 
Sergeant Bille fired a taser at Suspect Ramirez but the darts hit the metal screen door as 
it closed. 
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Sergeant Bille reguested assistance and maintained a point of cover until assisting units 
arrived. He also reguested the Crisis Negotiations Team, the Special Enforcement 
Bureau (SEB), and the Fire Department to stage nearby. Once assisting Pico Rivera 
Station units arrived, Sergeant Bille formed a tactical plan initially designating Deputy 
David Avila as a less-lethal option (taser), Cer uy as the less-lethal shooter 
(arwen), himself along with Deputy Foster as lethal, and other deputies as an arrest team. 
From previous incidents at the location, ae to have 
developed a rapport with Suspect Ramirez, and was designated to try and convince 
Suspect Ramirez to surrender peacefully. As he was on the front porch of his home, 
Suspect Ramirez became increasingly agitated with deputy personnel’s presence. 
Suspect Ramirez suddenly ran inside his home and came back out swinging a large 
butcher knife as he moved toward the deputies. Deputy Avila dropped the taser and 
fired two 9mm rounds at Suspect Ramirez, while Deputy Aah two arwen rounds at 
him. The 9mm rounds missed Suspect Ramirez but the arwen rounds struck him in the 
left hip and right hand. Suspect Ramirez then ran back into the house. 


Once SEB arrived on scene, a plan was formulated to ruse Suspect Ramirez out of his 
residence by offering him his cell phone which he had left in his vehicle. Detective 
H ----: Suspect Ramirez's cell phone on the lawn area, in front of the porch 
o get him to come out and pick itup. As he did, SEB Sergeant directed 
Deputy to fire the arwen. Suspect Ramirez was struck in the torso area by 
the arwen round, causing him bend over in pain. Suspect Ramirez then retreated back 
into the house. SEB Sergeant ee =: SEB Deputy 
grabbed Suspect Ramirez as he got inside the front door and took him to the ground. 
Suspect Ramirez retrieved a pair of garden sheers from an unknown location. Sergeant 
a en Deputy vere able to disarm him and take him into custody without 
further incident. SEB Deputy Jeffrey Coates and Sergeant Thomas Giandomenico 
rescued OO O Suspect Ramirez was treated for bruising caused by the arwen 
rounds, and approved for booking. He was booked for Assault with a Deadly Weapon on 
a Peace Officer, Elder Abuse, and Criminal Threats. It was determined that both 9mm 
rounds went through the wood front door, exited and lodged in the kitchen area inside the 
house. 


IAB Note: During the incident, Sergeant Bille set up a video camera in the 
front yard of the residence. Refer to the CD in Exhibit F, labeled “Sergeant 
Bille Video.” The video is 34:27 minutes long; however the use of 
force/shooting occurred around the 5:40 minute mark. The end of the 
incident was captured from above on video by a Channel 5 News Helicopter.

Bracken and Eric Eitner at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy as accompanied by 
Amanda Waters from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally 
recorded. This is a summary of the interview: 


On the morning of this incident Deputy 2s unit He responded to 
Sergeant Bille’s assistance request. Once he arrived at the home, Deputy 
B calles that he had assisted with a parole compliance search approximately one 


year and half before. He recalled that Suspect Ramirez seemed to have some sort of 
mental issue. He was very excitable and could not carry on a good conversation. 
Deputy [EEE dic not know if he had been diagnosed with any mental disability or if he 
was on any types of medications. 


Upon Deputy EE arrival at the Aa he saw Sergeant Bille, Deputy Avila, 
and Deputy Morrow positioned at the rear of the minivan in the driveway. Deputy Avila 
had a taser, Sergeant Bille had his firearm and Deputy Morrow had a 37MM arwen. As 
he approached, Sergeant Bille instructed him EH take the arwen from Deputy 
Morrow. Sergeant Bille also instructed him to take the shot if Suspect Ramirez became 
aggressive towards deputy personnel and if he had a clear shot. Suspect Ramirez was 
moving in and out of the security screen door and yelling various things. He appeared to 
be dragging A oun and using her as a shield. Sergeant Bille instructed Deputy 
Morrow to approach UE MNG from the southeast corner. Deputy Morrow was 
to try and get close enough to grab om Suspect Ramirez. Detective 

was attempting to communicate with Suspect Ramirez but he was not complying with 
instructions to surrender. 


Deputy sed crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations. Refer to 
Exhibit E, pages 134-135. 


As Deputy Morrow approached the front door of the home, Suspect Ramirez appeared to 
have seen him. He immediately ran back into the home, retrieved a large butcher knife, 
and ran back out onto the porch. Several deputy personnel yelled, “Knife! Knife! Knife!” 
Suspect Ramirez stepped down off of the porch, used the house to push off and swung 
the knife towards Deputy Morrow with his right hand. Deputy Morrow was able to back 
away, while Deputy fired one round from the arwen striking Suspect Ramirez in 
the lower abdomen (pelvis) area. As Deputy Morrow was firing a second arwen round, 
he heard two shots from a firearm coming from his left. Initially, Deputy id not 
know who fired the firearm; he later found out that it was Deputy Avila. Deputy 
believed that he struck Suspect Ramirez in the right arm with the second arwen round. 
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At this point in the interview, Deputy vas read video admonishment (IAB Unit 
Order #60) and then allowed to view the video recorded by Sergeant Bille during the 
incident (Exhibit F). He had nothing further to add regarding the video. 


After the arwen rounds struck Suspect Ramirez, he grabbed his] ind continued to 
use her as a shield. SEB members arrived and Sergeant instructed Deput 
PE assist them since he already had an arwen. Using Detective MA 
Ser eant EE formulated a ruse to get Suspect Ramirez out of his home. Deputy 
-o position at the front gate of the location, near a brown canvas that was 
hanging on the gate. Sergeant -ie Deputy to take a shot with the 
arwen if he had a clear shot and once Suspect Ramirez came down off of the porch. 
Suspect Ramirez came down off of the porch to get his cellphone and Deputy! id 
as instructed. The arwen round struck Suspect Ramirez in the lower abdomen, he bent 
over in pain, ran back into his house and SEB deputies followed him inside. Deputy 
Bi- not see anything else once SEB deputies entered the house. 


Deputy A = ic vea that the force used that day was appropriate for the situation. 
He believed that everything deputy personnel did was with reverence for human life. 
They were trying to protect as well as Suspect Ramirez. Suspect Ramirez was 
unstable, brandished a knife and was using his [MMPs 2 human shield. It did not 
appear that Suspect Ramirez cared about what happened to is Suspect 
Ramirez escalated the incident to deadly force. 


Deputy was briefly re-interviewed by IAB Sergeant Bracken on September 11, 
2014, to provide additional information regarding less lethal weapons training. At the 
time of this incident, Deputy {had been a member of the Sheriffs Response Team 
(SRT) for ears. During those years, the team had periodic training with all special 
weapons, including the arwen 37MM. Refer to his training records in the Miscellaneous 
Section of this case.

Deputy David Avila was interviewed on September 2, 2014, by Sergeants Sonja 
Bracken and Eric Eitner at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Avila was accompanied by 
Amanda Waters from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally 
recorded. This is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Avila has had prior contacts with Suspect Ramirez on two to three other 
occasions but he could only remember one report call approximately two years prior. 
Deputy Avila recalled that on the morning of this incident his shift was briefed about 
Suspect Ramirez possibly being suicidal. Deputy Avila was not aware of Suspect 
Ramirez’ mental history. On November 1, 2013, Deputy Avila was assigned as 151F. 
He responded to Sergeant Bille’s assistance request at the Ramirez home. Once he 
arrived, he took a position with Sergeant Bille, Deputy Morrow and Deputy Eat the 
rear of the van. Sergeant Bille advised him that Suspect Ramirez had threatened him 
with ahammer. Sergeant Bille formulated a plan to have Detective na 
Suspect Ramirez out of the house, while Deputy Morrow moved around to the front door 
from the east side of the house. Suspect Ramirez was yelling for deputies to leave the 
house and not following instructions to surrender. 
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Suspect Ramirez became increasingly agitated and appeared to see Deputy Morrow 
approaching from the east side. Suspect Ramirez suddenly ran into the house and 
grabbed a large butcher knife. Suspect Ramirez stepped down off the porch with the knife 
in his right hand. It appeared that Suspect Ramirez was coming directly towards Deputy 
Avila with the knife raised. It appeared that Suspect Ramirez was within five to seven 
feet of him. Deputy Avila was initially assigned to the taser but when Suspect Ramirez 
appeared to come toward him and then towards Deputy Morrow, he dropped the taser on 
the ground. Fearing for his own safety, as well as Deputy Morrow's, Deputy Avila 
retrieved his firearm and fi 0 shots at Suspect Ramirez, missing him. 
Simultaneously, Deputy| fired an arwen at Suspect Ramirez, which struck him. 
Suspect Ramirez stumbled back into his house. 


Deputy Avila used crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations. Refer to 
Exhibit E, page136. 


When Deputy Avila fired his firearm, Sergeant Bille and Deputy {vere to his right 
and slightly behind him. Deputy Avila’s target was Suspect Ramirez's chest and up. 
The house was his backdrop, he could not a the point he shot his 
firearm. Neither Detective nor Deputy Morrow was in his line of fire at the 
time he fired his weapon. He was not sure if his rounds struck Suspect Ramirez but he 
believed the arwen rounds struck him based on his actions and him yelling that deputies 
had shot him. Afterwards, Deputy Avila moved to the rear of the minivan and began 
requesting assistance and setting up a containment via his portable radio. Suspect 
Ramirez was still yelling at deputy personnel from the front door and holding oe 
front of him. Within five to ten minutes Watch Commander Lieutenant Robert Smith 
arrived and instructed him to go set up a command post. Deputy Avila was not there 
when SEB arrived and did not see anymore of the incident. 


At this point in the interview, Deputy Avila was read video admonishment (IAB Unit Order 
#60) and then allowed to view the video recorded by Sergeant Bille during the incident 
(Exhibit F). He did not have much to add but confirmed that it was his voice on the video 
who instructed Sergeant Bille and Deputy to move back to the rear of the minivan 
after the shooting. 


Deputy Avila added that his mindset upon arrival on the scene was that Suspect Ramirez 
would have a firearm based on his “Rivera” gang membership. He had previously seen 
Suspect Ramirez with a tattoo of “Rivera” on his stomach area. At the time Deputy Avila 
fired his firearm, his mindset was that Suspect Ramirez was coming to stab him and 
Deputy Morrow. Deputy Avila believed that the force used that day was appropriate 
based on the totality of the situation. 


Deputy Avila was briefly re-interviewed by IAB Sergeant Bracken on September 15, 
2014, to provide additional information regarding less lethal weapons training. On the 
date of this incident, Deputy Avila was equipped with a taser which was carried on the left 
side of his body in an extended leg holster. The taser was accounted for by the crime lab 
near the passenger side of the minivan was Deputy Avila’s taser. Deputy Avila was 
aware of the taser policy requiring him to provide a verbal warning of the taser being 
deployed but he did not have that opportunity. He did not fire the taser due to Suspect 
Ramirez’ movements, he felt that he may not have struck him with both prongs which 
would cause the taser to be ineffective. 
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Prior to this incident, sometime | Deputy Avila had attended a taser training class 
for instructors. He also believed that he had taser training in [J prior to this incident 
but it is not reflected on his training records. Refer to the Miscellaneous Section of this 
case.

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Sergeant Ernest Bille was interviewed on August 27, 2014, by IAB Sergeants Sonja 
Bracken and Eric Eitner at Pico Rivera Station. The interview was digitally recorded. 
This is a summary of the interview: 


On October 30, 2013, Sergeant Bille and Lieutenant Robert Smith had visited Suspect 
Ramirez at his home regarding vandalism he had done to his own home. Suspect 
Ramirez was responsive, amicable with them on that day and agreed to cover the 
vandalism. On the morning of November 1, 2013, Sergeant Bille was the on-duty day 
shift supervisor, 150S. A vandalism call came out at Suspect Ramirez’ home, so 
Sergeant Bille decided to respond to the location to ascertain if any new vandalism had 
occurred. Once Sergeant Bille arrived on scene, he noticed Suspect Ramirez's minivan 
parked the middle of the street, in front of the Ramirez house. It was not until Sergeant 
Bille drove closer to the house that he noticed Suspect Ramirez was in the driver's seat of 
the minivan. 


Suspect Ramirez quickly reversed the minivan and then pulled forward into the driveway. 
Suspect Ramirez exited the minivan and brandished a hammer, threatening Sergeant 
Bille with it. While standing near the sergeant's Tahoe, which was parked in the middle 
of the street, Sergeant Bille attempted to assure Suspect Ramirez that he was there just 
to speak with him. Suspect Ramirez remained very agitated. While still holding the 
hammer, Suspect Ramirez went around the front of the minivan and pulled his elderly 
ee aa out of the front passenger seat of the minivan. As he began 
dragging her backwards toward the home, Sergeant Bille requested assistance via his 
portable radio. Suspect Ramirez pushed his [E into the front door of their home. 
Fearing that Suspect Ramirez would barricade himself and possibly hurt his 
Sergeant Bille advanced toward the porch and deployed a taser. He deployed the taser 
approximately fifteen feet away from the front door. The taser struck the metal screen 
door as Suspect Ramirez closed it.

Deputies Francisco Carrillo, Michael Foster, Andres Cantu and Detective 

to take a position on the driver's side of Suspect Ramirez's minivan, facing 
east into the front door of the location. Detective E.: designated to attempt 
to negotiate with Suspect Ramirez and Deputy Foster was designated as the primary 
shooter. Deputies Carrillo and Cantu were designated as the arrest team. Sergeant 
Bille took a position at the rear passenger side of the minivan, along with Deputy Travis 
Morrow who had an arwen. Deputy{MBerrived and took over the arwen. 


Assisting units arrived and Sergeant Bille formulated a tactical plan. He ee 
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Deputy David Avila arrived, took a position at the rear of the minivan with Sergeant Bille 
and was assigned to a taser. While waiting for additional units to arrive, Sergeant Bille 
designated himself as lethal force. As Detective E: -c to coax 
Suspect Ramirez out onto the front porch, Sergeant Bille designated Deputy Morrow to 
approach the front door of no- from the east. Deputy Morrow was 
positioned there so he could attempt to keep Suspect Ramirez from returning back into 
the home and becoming barricaded. Sergeant Bille set up a video camera on the front 
lawn during the negotiations to capture the incident, refer to DVD in Exhibit F. 


Sergeant Bille used crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations. Refer to 
Exhibit E, pages 129-130. 


Suspect Ramirez became more agitated with the deputies presence, yelling various 
profanities and not complying with orders to surrender. While standing on the porch, he 
saw Deputy Morrow approaching the front door from the east. Suspect Ramirez 
suddenly ran into his house and retrieved a large butcher knife from an unknown location. 
He then ran out onto the front porch with the butcher knife raised in his right hand, came 
down off of the porch and ran towards Deputy Morrow. Deputy personnel alerted Deputy 
Morrow and he was able to back pedal away from Suspect Ramirez. Deputy Avila 
dropped the taser, retrieved his firearm and fired two shots at Suspect Ramirez. It 
appeared to Sergeant Bille that Suspect Ramirez was coming towards him and the 
deputies near him at the rear of the minivan. Sergeant Bille was going to fire his firearm 
but he felt Deputy lean into him and fire two rounds from an arwen. Sergeant 
Bille was not sure if Suspect Ramirez was hit by any rounds. 


Sergeant Bille and Deputy moved up to the side of the van to ascertain if Suspect 
Ramirez had been struck by any rounds, so they could affect a rescue. Once Suspect 
Ramirez continued to yell at deputy personnel and use his es a shield, Sergeant 
Bille realized that he was not struck by any rounds. As he and Deputy flliletreated 
back to the rear of the minivan, he was able to see that the two rounds fired by Deputy 
Avila had struck the front door of the location. Moments later, Watch Commander 
Lieutenant Smith and the Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) Gold Team arrived on 
scene. Sergeant Bille briefed SEB and a plan was devised by Sergeant 
Suspect Ramirez wanted his cellphone which was left in the minivan. Sergean' 
instructed | A ruse Suspect Ramirez out onto the lawn by using his 
cellphone. Sergeant instructed Deputy o standby with the arwen and to 
fire a round once Suspect Ramirez came out to get his cellphone. The plan was to 
subdue Suspect Ramirez on the front lawn. The cellphone was tossed on the front lawn, 
below the porch area. Suspect Ramirez came out to get the cellphone and Deputy 
fired the arwen striking him in the lower abdomen. Suspect Ramirez briefly bent 
over in pain but was able to run back into the house. SEB deputies followed Suspect 
Ramirez into the house and he was taken into custody. Sergeant Bille believed that 
Sergeant HE instructed him to turn off the video camera for tactical reasons, prior to 
the ruse being used. 


Sergeant Bille believed that the force options that were used in this incident were 
appropriate. Based on case law, Department policies and use of force policies, 

Sergeant Bille was confident the force that was used was within policy. He was 
confident and sound with the tactics used that day. 
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As the incident commander, if anything happened it was because he (Sergeant Bille) 
directed it and the responsibility fell on him. His job is to protect the public and the 
deputies. He feels the deputies should be commended for their discipline, restraint and 
for understanding their roles in this incident. 


Sergeant Bille was re-interviewed by IAB Sergeant Bracken on September 15, 2014, to 
provide additional information regarding less lethal weapons training. Sergeant Bille had 
taser training several times during the course of his career. Sergeant Bille was familiar 
with the policy regarding providing a verbal warning when intending to fire a taser and the 
documentation required. He did not warn Suspect Ramirez of his intent to fire a taser. 
Sergeant Bille felt it would have compromised his safety and was impractical based on 
the circumstances. When he fired the taser towards Suspect Ramiez he felt he needed 
to take immediate action in an effort to stop the situation as quickly as possible. 


Sergeant Bille also had training with an arwen 37MM weapon prior to this incident. He 
had worked with all the personnel involved with this incident. He was comfortable that 
Deputy Morrow and Deputylvere familiar with the less lethal weapons he 
assigned them to on that day. Refer to the Miscellaneous Section of this case.

Detective AAA. interviewed on August 27, 2014, by IAB Sergeants 
Sonja Bracken and Eric Eitner at Pico Rivera Station. The interview was digitally 


recorded. This is a summary of that interview: 


During her normal duties as a ees ee Detective] 
had previous telephonic contacts with Suspect Ramirez. She has assisted Adult 


Protective Services with incidents involving She was also aware that he 
had a drug history and was mentally unstable. On the morning of November 1, 2013, 
Detective Ma working s patrol unit She heard Sergeant 


Bille’s call for assistance and responded from the north. Once she arrived, she saw 
Suspect Ramirez' home and minivan were covered with spray paint/vandalism. She 
also saw Sergeant Bille with several other deputies at the rear of Suspect Ramirez’ 
minivan, attempting to speak with Suspect Ramirez. Suspect Ramirez appeared to be 
holding his EE the doorway of the home, not allowing her to exit. 


Sergeant Bille advised Detective hat Suspect Ramirez had threatened him 
with a hammer and of his concern for| afety. Detective D 
advised Sergeant Bille that she had a rapport with Suspect Ramirez and that she could try 
to coax him out of the home. She went to the driver's side of Suspect Ramirez’ minivan 
along with Deputies Foster, Carrillo and Cantu, using the engine block as cover. From 
the nose of the van, Detective [began to communicate with Suspect 
Ramirez. The plan was for Deputy Morrow to work his way around to the front door of 
the location from the east. If Detective MUA ss able to distract Suspect 
Ramirez enough, Deputy Morrow would put himself between him and histo 
rescue her. Detective MU was not sure what deputies were assigned to 
less-lethal and lethal weapons. Detective ould seein the doorway 
as she was communicating with Suspect Rai Z. appeared scared and 
disoriented. Suspect Ramirez continuously instructed his o tell the deputies to 
go away and that they did not want the deputies there. 
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Detoct way crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations, as 
well a and Suspect Gilberts positions. Refer to Exhibit E, pages 131-133. 
After some time, Suspect Ramirez became more agitated by the deputies’ presence. As 
he was on the porch talking with Detcctv. | he saw Deputy Morrow 
approaching from the east side of the lawn. Suspect Ramirez ran into the house and 
grabbed a large butcher knife. He ran out with the knife in his right hand, jumped down 
off of the porch and lunged toward Deputy Morrow. Deputy personnel yelled to alert 


Deputy Morrow. Deputy Morrow was able to jump back out of the way. As Detective 
ae «3: grabbing for her firearm, she heard gunshots. 


The gunshots made her ears ring, she became briefly disoriented but eventually was able 
to regain her senses. Detective [i did not know who shot a firearm but she 
was aware that the shots came from the rear of the minivan. Mas not in the 
doorway at the time of the shots; it appeared that she was hiding in the southwest corner 
of the house, just inside the front door. It did not appear that was in the line of fire 
when Detective M card the shots. Suspect Ramirez did not appear that he 
was injured by any projectiles. Suspect Ramirez then continued to yell at deputy 

ersonnel and hold his Baroun her neck area, using her as a shield. Detective 
Ec to communicate with Suspect Ramirez again and was able to 
convince him to throw out the knife he had just brandished. Minutes later, the SEB Gold 
Team arrived on scene and pulled all Pico Rivera Station personnel back from their 
positions. Detective iii iliwa atthe rear of Suspect Ramirez' minivan with SEB 
and Deputy who had an arwen. Sergeant B or uiae the ruse for 
Detective to throw Suspect Ramirez his cellphone. Once she tossed the 
cellphone on to the lawn, Suspect Ramirez walked down off of the porch to get it and she 
was instructed to get back. She did not hear or see if Suspect Ramirez was struck by an 
arwen round. She saw the SEB members enter the house and then escort Suspect 
Ramirez outside. 


Detective had worked with all the involved deputies and Sergeant Bille for 
several years. She believed the force they used that day was appropriate. She thought 
about using her pepper spray but Suspect Ramirez’ movements were so quick that she 
did not think it would strike him or be effective. After the incident at the SE ore, 
when Detective HR interviewed Suspect Ramirez, he complained of pain to his 
left four finger, left forearm and left lower abdomen area (Refer to the DVD in Exhibit F). 
He denied that he was going to harm any deputy with the knife. He said he grabbed the 
knife because he was afraid. Since his arrest and during court proceedings, Suspect 
Ramirez has acted erratically and unstable. He vandalized a patrol car and has thrown 
and smeared feces while at court. He has been declared competent and is on 
medications while being housed at Twin Towers Correctional Facility.

Deputy Travis Morrow was interviewed on August 27, 2014, by IAB Sergeants Sonja 


Bracken and Eric Eitner at Pico Rivera Station. The interview was digitally recorded. 
This is a summary of that interview: 
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Deputy Morrow had contact with Suspect Ramirez approximately one year before this 
incident. He responded to the KEE home in regards to a Suspected Elder Abuse 
Report (SEAR). He and his partner checked on A cif and left the location. 
Deputy Morrow could not recall anything about Suspect Ramirez’ behavior during that call 
for service. On November 1, 2013, Deputy Morrow was working day shift as unit 152. 
There had been briefings stating that Suspect Ramirez had spray painted his home and 
to be sure to formulate a plan when dealing with him. Sergeant Bille had initially 
responded to the vandalism call that morning. Deputy Morrow heard the assistance call 
from Sergeant Bille. Deputy Morrow responded and Sergeant Bille advised him that 
Suspect Ramirez had threatened him with ahammer. Sergeant Bille assigned him to the 
arwen and Deputy Avila as the lethal force option. Sergeant Bille and Detective 

made several pleas for Suspect Ramirez to come out and surrender. 
Suspect Ramirez did not comply and was holding his ln the doorway. 


At this point, Suspect Ramirez had nothing in his hands. The concern was for 
safety. Sergeant Bille formulated a plan for Deputy Morrow to work his way to the front 
door from the east side of the home. The hope was to get Suspect Ramirez out away 
from the front door far enough for Deputy Morrow to grab him, while other personnel 
rescued Deputy Morrow was aware that Deputies Foster, Carrillo, Cantu and 
Detective had a direct view into the house, so he trusted that if they saw any 
weapons, they would alert him. As Deputy Morrow got closer to the porch area, Suspect 
Ramirez apparently saw him. Suspect Ramirez ran inside, grabbed a large butcher knife 
and ran back out towards Deputy Morrow. Deputy personnel yelled, “Drop the knife.” 
“He's got a knife,” alerting Deputy Morrow. As he was back pedaling and running away, 
Deputy Morrow heard and saw Deputy Avila fire two rounds from his firearm. He did not 
draw his weapon and fire because of the possible crossfire issues with his partners. 

He felt that Deputy Avila saved his life by firing his weapon at Suspect Ramirez. 

Deputy Morrow was not aware that Deputy fired an arwen until after the incident. 
He believed the force that was used was appropriate for the circumstances. Deputy 
Morrow did not witness anymore of the incident involving SEB personnel. He left the 
scene to set up a command post for the incident.

Deputy Francisco Carrillo Jr. was interviewed on September 2, 2014, by IAB Sergeants 
Sonja Bracken and Eric Eitner at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Carrillo was 
accompanied by Amanda Waters from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The 
interview was digitally recorded. This is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy Carrillo had no prior contacts with Suspect Ramirez, so he had no knowledge of 
his criminal or mental history. On November 1, 2014, Deputy Carrillo was working as 
unit 155B. He heard and responded to Sergeant Bille’s call for assistance at the 

lhome. Once he arrived, he saw Deputy Carrillo, Deputy Avila and Sergeant 
Bille all positioned at the rear of the gray minivan in the driveway. Sergeant Bille asked 
him if he had a taser, which he did. Sergeant Bille instructed Deputy Carrillo to take 
position on the driver's side of the minivan. He was positioned on the driver's side of the 
van along with Deputy Foster and Detective Ee From his vantage point, 
Deputy Carrillo could see that Suspect Ramirez was standing behind his 
and was holding her with his arm around her chest area. He also appeared to be using 
her as a shield. 
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Deputy Carrillo used crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations. Refer to 
Exhibit E, pages 137-138. 


Deputy Carrillo did not hear any instructions from Sergeant Bille to Deputy Morrow. 
Detective I was attempting to get Suspect Ramirez to surrender. As 
Suspect Ramirez came out onto the front porch he yelled, “| don’t want you to do anything 
to me.” He then turned to his left and appeared to see Deputy Morrow. Suspect Ramirez 
then said, “You too, especially you.” Suspect Ramirez suddenly ran back into the house, 
retrieved a large butcher knife from an unknown location and ran back out on the porch. 
Deputy Carrillo heard Deputy Foster yelling, “Knife, knife!” Deputy Carrillo attempted to 
position himself to his left, at the front of the van in order to tase Suspect Ramirez but 
Detective HE sinuttancously stepped to her right, in his line of fire. Deputy 
Carrillo did not fire his taser. 


Deputy Carrillo saw that Suspect Ramirez had the knife in his right hand and appeared to 
be using his left hand to hold onto the house as he swung the knife toward Deputy 
Morrow's position. Deputy Carrillo then heard two shots from a handgun. He did not 
know who fired a handgun at the time. Suspect Ramirez then ran back inside his home 
and closed the metal screen door. Deputy Carrillo did not recall hearing an arwen 
discharged. Deputy Carrillo could see Suspect Ramirez’ silhouette through the metal 
screen door. Deputy Carrillo could se. iii iia in a white chair partially 
concealed by the southwest corner of the house (right at the door area). Detective 
2: able to convince Suspect Ramirez to toss out the knife that he had in his 
possession. They all maintained their positions at the passenger side of the minivan for 
approximately two minutes when they were relieved by SEB. He then took position 
behind SEB’s armored vehicle and did not see what else occurred until Suspect Ramirez 
was escorted out by SEB deputies.

IAB Note: var A ++ interviewed by Deputy Carrillo on the day 
of the incident. He was told to email a video of what he saw to Detective 
Javier Azteca but he never did (verified with Detective Azteca by Sergeant 
Bracken). Deputy Carrillo did not review the video. Mr EI statement 
was that he heard one to two shots and he came outside of his business to 
see what had occurred. He saw deputies yelling for someone to come out of 
the house. He then went back to work. 


Per IAB Sergeant Brackens’ instructions, Deputy Carrillo re-contacted Mr. 

and he no longer had the video. Deputy Carrillo wrote an additional 
supplemental report addressing the absence of the video. Refer to Deputy 
Carrillo's supplemental reports for further, Exhibit A, pages 24- 25 and in 
Miscellaneous Documents. 


Deputy Michael Foster was interviewed on September 2, 2014, by IAB Sergeants Sonja 
Bracken and Eric Eitner at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Foster was accompanied by 
Amanda Waters from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally 
recorded. This is a summary of that interview: 
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Deputy Foster had no prior contacts with Suspect Ramirez. He had heard via briefings 
that Suspect Ramirez had spray painted his house with various profanities towards Pico 
Rivera Station deputies. Deputy Foster was not aware if Suspect Ramirez had any 
mental issues. On the morning of this incident, Deputy Foster was assigned as 151M2, 
a motorcycle unit. Via his portable radio, Deputy Foster heard Sergeant Bille call for 
assistance and he responded. Upon arrival, he saw Sergeant Bille standing in the 
driveway/front yard area of the Ramirez home holding a taser that had been deployed. 
Sergeant Bille advised him that Suspect Ramirez had threatened him with a hammer. 
Both he and Sergeant Bille began to give Suspect Ramirez commands to surrender. 
Suspect Ramirez was on the front porch of the home yelling back them. Sergeant Bille 
designated him as lethal force and instructed him to go the driver's side of the minivan. 
At this point, additional assisting units began to arrive and take positions at the minivan. 


Deputy Foster used crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations. Refer to 
Exhibit E, pages 139-140. 


Sergeant Bille’s plan was to contain the scene, he then designated Deputy as the 
shooter. Deputy Avila was assigned to lethal and/or taser. Deputy Foster saw 
who appeared to be a hostage. The plan was to have Deputy Morrow approach 

the front porch of the house from the south side and get between Suspect Ramirez and 
in order to get Suspect Ramirez away from| After approximately ten to 

fifteen minutes of trying to get Suspect Ramirez to surrender, he became more agitated. 

He was on the porch and saw Deputy Morrow near the front of his house. He suddenly 

ran back inside the house and ran back out with a large butcher knife in his right hand. 

Suspect Ramirez ran east towards Deputy Morrow and appeared to have gotten within 

two to four feet of him. Deputy Foster yelled, “He's got a knife. Knife. He's gota 

knife.” to alert his partners. He was afraid that Suspect Ramirez was going to stab one of 
his partners. 


Deputy Foster elected not to shoot his firearm from his position because | ee 
Deputy Morrow were in his backdrop. Deputy Foster also did not fire his weapon 
because Detective ZA who was attempting to talk with Suspect Ramirez, was 
standing at the bottom of the porch; she was in his crossfire. At this point, Deputy Foster 
heard shots fired from both an arwen and a firearm. Suspect Ramirez then ran back 
inside the house. He saw uke into the southwest wali, right at the front door at 
the time he heard the shots. Deputy Foster was not sure if Suspect Ramirez was struck 
by either weapon until he raised his shirt in the doorway and showed hat he had 
been shot. He had a welt on his abdomen area. Suspect Ramirez began to ul 
as a shield. 


At this point in the interview, Deputy Foster was read video admonishment (IAB Unit 
Order #60) and then allowed to view the video recorded by Sergeant Bille during the 
incident (Exhibit F). He had nothing further to add regarding the video. 


During the incident, Deputy Foster was concerned aua. He was also 
concerned that at any point Suspect Ramirez could have killed anyone of the deputies 
with the knife he brandished. Based on the totality of the situation with Suspect Ramirez 
that day, Deputy Foster felt that force used was appropriate.

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Deputy Andres Cantu was interviewed on September 2, 2014, by IAB Sergeants Sonja 
Bracken and Eric Eitner at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Cantu was accompanied by 
Amanda Waters from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was digitally 
recorded. This is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy Cantu had no prior contacts with Suspect Ramirez. Sometime prior to the 
incident on November 1, 2014, Lieutenant Smith had told Deputy Cantu that Suspect 
Ramirez had spray painted his home with various profanities towards Pico Rivera Station 
deputies. Deputy Cantu was not aware if Suspect Ramirez had any mental issues. On 
the morning of this incident, Deputy Cantu was assigned as 151T1. Via his portable 
radio, Deputy Cantu heard Sergeant Bille call for assistance and he responded. Upon 
his arrival, he saw Suspect Ramirez in the doorway of the home. He saw Detective 

t the front driver’s side of the minivan in the driveway with Deputy Foster. 
He saw Deputy Carrillo, Sergeant Bille and Deputy et the rear of the minivan. 


Deputy vas equipped with the arwen. He also saw Deputy Morrow towards the 
east side of the house. Sergeant Bille advised Deputy Cantu that Suspect Ramirez had 
threatened him with ahammer. Sergeant Bille assigned Deputy Cantu to be part of an 
arrest team with Deputy Carrillo and sent him up to the driver's side of the minivan. 
Sergeant Bille’s plan was to get Suspect Ramirez out on the porch far enough for Deputy 
Morrow get between him and Annie. 


Deputy Cantu used crime scene pictures to depict the deputies’ locations. Refer to 
Exhibit E, pages 141-142. 


Suspect Ramirez moved in and out of the doorway, periodically getting behind ana 
continuously yelling at deputy personnel. He became more agitated with the deputies 
presence, From his angle at the front area of the minivan, Deputy Cantu could see 
Suspect Ramirez suddenly run east into the house, bend over towards the south portion 
of the house and retrieve something. Deputy Cantu believed he was possible getting a 
weapon, so he drew his own firearm. Suspect Ramirez then ran out of the house with a 
knife took a step off of the porch and ran east toward Deputy Morrow. Fearing for Deputy 
Morrow's safety, Deputy Cantu took a step to his left, at the nose of the van but Deputy 
Foster was in front of him. Deputy Cantu did not fire his weapon due to Deputy Foster’s 
location and Deputy Morrow's location in the backdrop. He then heard two shots from a 
firearm and saw Suspect Ramirez run back into the house. Suspect Ramirez grabbed 
ind began using her as a shield. Deputy Cantu did not hear an arwen fired during 
the incident. Detective HE continued to try to convince Suspect Ramirez to 
surrender and he was not complying. After approximately four to five minutes, a small 
group of citizens began to gather west of the fl o.c. Sergeant Bille assigned 
Deputy Cantu to make sure the people stayed back and to set up yellow crime scene 
tape. Once SEB arrived on scene Deputy Cantu did not see anymore of the incident. 


During the incident, Deputy Cantu’s thought that Suspect Ramirez was out of control and 
was not in the right state of mind. He thought Suspect Ramirez would kill 

Deputy Cantu believed that the force used that day was appropriate. He felt that the 
arwen was a great tool. If he had a clear shot on Suspect Ramirez when he brandished 
the knife, Deputy Cantu would have shot his firearm.

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The four SEB Gold team members involved in this incident were not interviewed by IAB. 
They were not present during the initial use of force by Pico Rivera Station personnel.

Sergeant Giandomenico 
and Deputy Coates rescued [nn Their supplemental reports covered their 
involvement and their account of the incident was essentially the same as the other 
personnel.
